Petite Alice Fusty fainted in the 
witness stand in criminal court on 
Friday, as the climax of two hours 
of heart-breaking testimony on 
the third day of the trial of her 
mother, Mrs. Lillian Fusty, and 
her brother, William, on a charge 
of murdering her father, Fred

Eighteen years old, the girl looks 
younger—and is smaller—than her 
sister, Annie.

policy and finance were on the 
agenda and brought forth much de- 
bate, Most significant of these was 
the adjourned resolution calling for 
the deletion from the principles of 
the U.F.A. of the time-honored 
clause calling for the nationaliza- 
tion of land. 

At the Regina convention of the 
C.C.F. (of which the U.F.A, is a 
party) land was excepted from the 
instruments of production which the 
C.C.F, proposes to nationalize. The 
resolution was to bring the prin- 
ciples of the U.F.A, into conformity 
with the principles of the C.C.F, 


WHO KNOWS VALUE 

President Gardiner undertook to 
pilot the newly drafted resolution 
through the convention. His argu- 
ment was that to be fair to all 
classes in the proposed Co-Opera- 
tive Commonwealth it will be ne- 
cessary to establish a basis for ex- 
changing agricultural products for 
manufactured products, Such a 
basis would have to be the relative 
labor time plus allowance for skill 
in the production of the relative 
products. 

“Who knows what the relative 
value of agricultural products will 
be?” he asked. “Who knows what 
the best size for a farm for produc- 
tion? You can’t tell today whether 
the present sized farm is desirable 
or economic, or whether it will be: 
desirable to nationalize land. Why 
make a decision now? I advise fol- 
lowing the lead of the Regina con- 
vention.” 


PASSING THE BUCK 

After desultory discussion in 
which Delegate H. Young charged 
the convention with “passing 
buck back to the C, C, F. that the 
C. C. F. had passed to us,” it was 
decided to accept Mr. Gardiner’s 
advice. As amended, only unalien- 
ated land will be nationalized in the 
changed principles. 

A resolution demanding the na-; 
tionalization of all banking, and de-| 
scribed as “the key measure of the 
Cc. C, F, platform,” was amended on 
the suggestion of Director Macklin. 
As passed by the convention it calls 
for the “socializing of the financial 
system.” 

When the convention adjourn- 
ed at the noon hour it was in 
the throes of a heated discussion 

on the question of inflating cur- 
rency by a controlied inflation 
Policy to a point where farm 
products will take the same 
values as they did between the 
years 1926 and 1929. 

The resolution which came from | 
the board of directors was moved | 
by Director Johansen, who said 
that since 1928 there had been 
taken out of circulation $52,000,000 
of government notes, $50,000,000 of 
bank notes and $587,000,000 of bank 
credit, making  $700,000,000 less 
money and credit in circulation 
now than then. 

“It is not so much a question 
of inflation as of re-flation,” he 
said, 

CRUX OF MATTER 

Robert Gardiner, president of the} 
U. F. A., in discussing the redrafted | 
resolution on nationalization of 
land, asked if the present system 
of farming was the best—whether 
the size of farm now used was the 
most efficient for production, To his 
mind the crux of the whole matter 
was whether nationalization of 
land was necessary. Experimenta- 
tion was necessary. He thought na- 
tionalization would be essential. 

But it was necessary to deter- 


} 


| mine whether under a co-operative 


state, the present methods of farm- 
ing were most efficient for produc- 
ing as efficiently as other classes 
under a co-operative state and not| 
“sponge” on others for a rate of ex- 
change not warranted. 

In his opinion it was not now 
advisable or necessary to include 
in the platform the nationaliza- 
tion of land. It might not be 
necessary and further experi- 
mentation in efficiency methods 
have to be carried out. 

In the last analysis the whole 
question revolved around efficiency 
of organized production, There 
must be equity and justice in a 
commonwealth, The 
prime consideration was to obtain 
a fair return for his products in 
competition with manufactured 
goods. 

Mr, Gardiner gave a resume of 
the construction of a Co-operative 
Commonwealth,

It 
was to him apparent that more 
money would have to be placed in 
circulation before times returned, 
That could be brought about by a 
policy of inflation, 

H. E. Nichols, of Clyde, advocat- 
ed an amendment seeking inclusion 
of a work program. He was not sug- 
gesting through this, an uncontroll- 
ed policy of inflation. There must 
be some foundation upon which to 
rest the inflation. 

Under this plan, the government, 
if it was building a $1,000,000 power 
site, that amount of new currency 
could be issued.

BY ROOSEVELT 


St. Lawrence Seaway Like- 
ly $70,000,000 Cheaper 
For U.S. Annually 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt sent to the United , 
States senate today a special war 
department estimate that the 
transportation savings on traffic 
by the proposed St. Lawrence sea- 
way project would be $70,000,000 
annually. 

The treaty with Canada was still 
before the senate, Senator Ship- 
stead (F.L. Minn.,) speaking in its 
favor. 

The war department report show- 
ed its estimate was based on a cal- 
culation that the export and import 
tonnage over the seaway annually 
would amount to 13,000,000 tons. 

The net cost to the United States 
was estimated by the department 
at $182,726,250, assuming the New 
York power project would .carry 
$89,726,750 as its share of the cost. 
Completion of the seaway, said the 
report, would enable 70 percent of 
the world’s ocean freight cargo ton- 
nage to reach the great lakes and 
St. Lawrence ports in the United 
States, serving an area with 5,000,- 
000 population.

BRIDGE BEFORE LOCK-UP 

The lifers light up a last cigarette 
before shuffling off to their cells 
for six o’clock supper. If anything 
interesting turns up they'll go to 
little cafes under the palm trees} 
and buy their supper, then play a 
hand or two of bridge before 
sauntering off to jail. 

There will be no guards along the 
way to check them up. If they 
don't turn up, no bloodhounds will 
bay at their heels, no sirens wili 
scream, no search parties will go 
out. It's all rather matey. 

Let's ask Marcel all about this. 
Marcel is the black-haired fellow 
with the steel blue jaw, one of the 
convicts who sits beside me here 
and keeps slapping at mosquitoes 
on his ankles, He doesn’t say much 
about what brought him here but 
it’s all in the records. A robbery 
here, a forgery there and finally 
he killed his landlady with a piano 
stool. That was in Strasbourg and 
he got twelve years in Guiana. 


A CONVICT’S STORY 

Let's start at the beginning. “Mar- 
cel, you killed your landlady?” 

“With a stool,” he put in, flipping 
his butt into the sea, 

“Yes, with a stool, Well, 
didn't they guillotine you?” 

He shrugged his shoulders and lit 
another Algerian fag. “Justice; 
that’s what they call it. I was sent 
to Rochelle and held there in a big 
dormitory three months. Then came 
the Martiniere and we went aboard. 
She was a black, smelly old ship, 
filled with rats. There were only 
four big cages in her but 634 con- 
victs, nearly all were Chinese, and 
many died coming out. 

“It was awful, for the sea was 
rough, and we were locked below 
deck for nineteen days with never 
a breath of air and no place to sit. 
When one got sick we all got sick. 
Sometimes there were fights and 
when there were fights the guards 
turned steam into the cages and 
scalded the fighters.” 

“And you went to the big trans- 
portation base at St, Laurent?” 
“Yes, I was a killer. My paper was 
bad, I was sent to Joseph. That 
was terrible. Nothing could be 
worse. Men there were dying, men 
sobbed, men went mad. I knew 
then why our average life was only 
five years, I knew then why 10,000 
of the original 12,000 settlers to 
come here died the first year. The 
mosquitoes were deadly, the wea- 
ther was suffocating. For sanitation 
we just had big buckets. The beds 
were plain filthy boards. We were 
60 in a room. Men with hideous 
sores, and depraved habits. The 
strong over-powered the weak and 
there were murders and debauch- | 
eries.” 

“Inside the cells?” “Of course in- 
side the cells. Men there are like 
mad beasts.” 

“But what happens as the result 
of these cell murders?” “Nothing, 
except when squeelers say who | 
plunged the knife. Then it is :

to the squeeler. The word spreads 
almost at once. Every convict in 
this colony knows right now who 
you are and what you are doing. 
That's a funny thing because they 
got the wrong information on you, 
Sinclair. Somebody spread the 
word that you'd come down from 
the United States government be- 
cause France wouldn't pay her war | 
debts and you were going to seize | 
the island!” 

“I wouldn't give you ten cents al 


me, how long did you stay on the 
island?” 

“Seven months; and there were 
five killings in our cell in that 
time. The court killer did them all 
-.. and I think everybody knew.” 

“But how could this so-called ex- 
ecutioner be searched day after day 
and still keep great knives about 
his body?” 


THE DISAPPEARING ACT 

“Easy,” he snorted. “Watch.” He 
whipped a greasy blade, which 
every convict carries, on me, then 
stuck it inside his smock again, I 
felt his body carefully but there 
was no ridge or bump to indicate 
where the deadly blade lay. He 
took the smock off and sat there 
bare from the waist up. I still 
could not see the knife. It was 
tucked very carefully under his 
arm and hung there in a flesh- 
colored scabbard of tape. 

“Where did you go from the is- 
land?” I went on a bit uneasily. 

“To the mahogany camp. It was 
in the open and I liked that but 
some of our men died of sunstroke 
and fever. I was there two years. 
One day with two Chinese I plan- 
ned to escape. One of the Chinese 
was a “librere.” He had served out 
his eight years. He got us a boat. 

We had some dried fruits, some 
bread, some water and a map. We 
paid an Indian $30 to get us into 
Dutch territory and he did that. 
We found the trail through the 
swamp-land too but the bats were 
terrible.

“But how can they force this 
money out of your body?” 

Marcel looked at me with con- 
tempt. “They are armed; we are 
surrounded, They are the law; we 
are the condemned of France. They 
demand the money; we give it or 
we die and they take it. What have 
they to lose? The convict is already 
listed as missing. Hundreds are 
never heard of again. They fall to 
the sharks in the sea, to the snakes 
in the swampland, to the quick- 
sand on the shores or to the fevers, 
the vultures or the Indians in the 
jungle. The odds are all against us, 
the cards are stacked. So; with me, 
it was the blockhouse, then the 
tribunal, There were judges on my 
case from Guadalupe, from Marti- 
nique and one from France.

Dozens come out 
maniacs. Most never come out at 
all,

vey's funeral hall. The verdict of 
the jury, debated Jess than 15 min- 
utes, read, “George T. Wong came 
\to his death by his own hand, hang- 
jing himself to a bar of his cell in 


using his own neck-tie for the pur- 
pose between the hours of 6:00 and 
6:40 am. Wednesday. We find no 
negligence on the part of the po- 
lice.” 


Wong Tuesday afternoon on a 
charge of theft of 95 cents worth of 
soap from the city relief department 
where the deceased was employed 
as a Jaundryman.

found 18 bars of soap.

ON THE SPOT 

Delegates to the convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta, by an overwhelming 
majority, instructed the executive of that 
organization to urge upon the Provincial Gov- 
ernment immediate steps to introduce the direct 
and formal teachings of Socialist doctrines into 
the public schools of this province. 

And, in order that the implanting of the 
doctrines in the young minds may be done most 
effectively, that teachers in training at the 
normal schools be given a course of instruction | 
in keeping with the spirit and purpose of the 
resolution. 

In explicit terms the Government is called 
upon, through “text books especially devoted to 
the purpose,” and “more especially by sugges- 
tion throughout the entire curriculum” to in- 
culeate “the idea of the advance of society to- 
wards a new form of social organization in 
which the principle of struggle for private 
profit shall be replaced by the principles of 
equity, justice, mutual-aid and social well- 
being.” Which latter principles are by implica- 
tion proclaimed to be the exclusive property of 
the “new form of social organization” spon- 
sored by the C.C.F, party into which the U.F.A, 
has merged itself. 

In doing this the delegates were deadly in 
earnest. No one can doubt that. They passed 
the resolution, with a sweeping majority, in 
face of a forceful and reasoned protest on the 
part of Hon. Perren Baker, Minister of Educa- 
tion, and in face also of warnings from minority 
delegates that the proposal was unfair, danger- 
ous, and impolitic. The decision thus carries 
the full weight of the U.F.A. organization, as 
having been made in clear understanding of 
what was meant and all that was involved 

In effect, this resolution amounts to a 
declaration of want of confidence in a major 
policy of the Brownlee Government, at the 
hands of the organization which brought that 
Government into existence and which has been 
and is the source of the Government's political 
strength. For the resolution was prefaced by 
a declaration that “After twelve years 


i 
control of our educational system by a Govern- 
ment in Alberta elected by the United Farmers,

we have made almost no progress in these 
aspects of education.” Wherefore the execu- 
tive was instructed to tell the Government to 
get busy “immediately.” 


What follows is for the Government to s 


ay. 


The initiative has been passed to it. Two 
courses are open, and only two. This very 
definite mandate from the party convention 
may be ignored, or the Government may pro- 
ceed to fall in line with the demand, provide 
the new text books, over-haul the curriculum, 
and send out instructions to the teachers to 


start expounding the party beliefs to the chil- 
dren in the schools. 

It will be the business of the legislature to 
make clear to the public which of these two 
courses the Government intends to pursue. It 
cannot do both. And the matter at issue is 
altogether too important for any assumptions 
or shilly-shallying. The convention has put 
the Government ‘on the spot.” It is for the 
legislature to demand to know whether these 
instructions are to be disregarded or obeyed. 

If they are to be obeyed, at least one issue 
in the coming provincial general elections will 
thereby be defined, an issue quite vital enough 
to take precedence over all others. If the Gov- 
ernment bows to what the convention has told it 
to do, the return of the Government at the elec- 
tions will mean that the platform of the C.C.F, 
party is to be taught in the schools of Alberta. 


HOW SPEND THE MONEY 

Planning a construction program for Edmon- 
ton, without knowing whether the Dominion 
will finance the undertaking, is a work of faith, 
hope and charity. There is nothing in Ottawa's 
attitude toward the city’s request of a year ago 
for a million dollars of cheap money to suggest 
that it will do anything of the kind. 

The city council, however, always hoping 
for the best, is considering ways in which the 
money could be profitably employed. Of these 
Far more than the million 
dollars, suggested as a suitable sum for the 
purpose, could be used without anticipating 
needs or wasting money on doubtful under- 
takings. It is a case of choosing which improve- 
ments can be postponed with least disadvantage, 
not of hunting around for opportunities to spend 
with good results, 

The proposal to dig a subway under the 
C.P.R. yards on 102nd Avenue is a matter for | 
the future. The subway, with the necessary 
fourteen blocks of paving, would use up a half- 
million dollars, for which more widely extended | 
improvements can be made, with benefit to a 
larger proportion of citizens.

need is for street improvements. Soil such as 
ours mekes that an absolute necessity. Paving 
should be put on streets where the traffic is 
heavy and where the cost of maintaining gravel 
roadways would be prohibitive. While gravel- 
ling is an expensive luxury on account of the 
up-keep, this is necessary on residential streets 
where settlement is congested and on secondary 
thoroughfares, Sewers and proper surface 
drainage should of course be provided on all 
streets where either paving or gravel is laid. 

Street railway tracks which have become 
dangerous should be reconstructed. Now that 
the system has retired the larger portion of its 
debt, the work of reconditioning the lines 
should proceed systematically. Only a small 
proportion of street railway paving affects the 
mill rate. 

Power house extensions must be considered 
in the light of our agreement with the power 
company. Council must decide whether the city 
is to stand in an independent position or not. 
Capital expenditures on this utility do not affect 
the mill rate. 

The telephone system is another utility 
whose extensions do not fall upon the mill rate, 
and it is understood a renewal fund provides 
for the replacements necessary to make the 
equipment thoroughly modern in all parts of 
the city. 

A million dollars—if it can be secured— 
would no more than cover the outlay on a rea- 
sonably modest program of improvements of 
kinds such as these, the benefits of which would 
be spread widely over the city.

In experiments in the psychol- 
ogy of color one can see stranger things than 
that—actually “see” non-existent shapes and 
colors. But these chaps who tell of seeing the 
Cadboroseurans—for there are two of them, 
“Amy” and “Bob” reported—are too many and 
too diversified to be all victims of imagination, 
howscever induced.

*JELLIED TOMATO BOUILLON: Prepare a 
consomme by boiling together for one hour, 
then simmering until liquid is redu@ed to one 
pint, a half pound of ground steak (discarding 
all fat), one cup of ground celery, one table- 
spoonful of ground parsley, and a diced carrot, 
to one quart of water. After about two hours’ 
cooking, strain through a cloth and add a half 
pint of canned tomato juice and reheat. Have 
ready one and a half tablespoonsful of gelatin 
which has been soaking in a little cold water. 
Stir this into the hot liquid, remove from fire, 
and pour into a flat enameled pan. When firmly 
congealed, cut cubes and serve in bouillon cups.

ANSWER: Trench Mouth is a diserse of the 
gums which resembles Pyorrhea, however, the 
microorganism which is the immediate cause is 
different from that present’ in Pyorrhea, I 
would suggest that you try to find a dentist who 
can give you local treatments on the affected 
gums with the ultra-violet light. He will prob- 
ably advise you as to the preparation you are 
to use to help correct the condition. You 
should also follow a good diet which will build 
up the resistance of the gums to the infection.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1844, there 
was born at Bond Head, Upper 
Canada, a boy destined to be 
one of Canada’s national fig- 
ures and to witness a trans- 
formation in the social condi- 
tions of the world given to 
very few. The home of Thomas 
Homan Mulock welcomed the 
second son born to Mary Caw- 
thra Mulock. In due course the 
baby was baptized William. 
His early education was at 
Newmarket Grammar School 
whence he went direct to To- 
ronto university where he took 
his B.A. degree and won the 
gold medal in modern lan- 
guages in 1863 at the age of 
19, a record in itself. Five 
years later he was called to 
the Bar of Upper Canada and 
there began a legal career 
which ended in the highest 
judicial position in the prov- 
ince. 

Entering into politics early 
as a Reformer he was elected 
to the House of Commons for 
York North in 1882, when John 


A. Macdonald was at the 
height of his power. I first saw 
Mr. Mulock in 1888, when I 


went to the Press Gallery of 
Parliament, as a back bencher 
in the opposition and watched 
him advance steadily in the 
esteem of his leaders and his 
party and, truth to tell, of the 
great band of Tories who then 
controlled the House of Com- 
mons, who recognized in him 
an opponent of no mean cali- 
bre. William Mulock was a 
good debator; he was not an 
orator, as the word is generally 
applied, but he could, and did, 
talk well upon most subjects. 
He had the happy faculty of 
annoying the men on the other 
side of the chamber without 
forfeiting their friendship. He 
was a good obstructionist when 
blocking was necessary. He did 
not mind staying up a night or 
a couple of nights if need be, 
as was proved by his share in 
the Liberal blockade of John 
A.’s franchise bill and other 
big measures. He was a vig- 
orous defender of the rights of 
Ontario when Mowat fought 
federal encroachments. 

When Edward Blake retired 
and Wilfrid Laurier was chosen 
Liberal leader there began a 
friendship (almost an adora- 
tion) with Laurier, which 
lasted until the passing of the 


great French Canadian in 1919. 
The M.P. for the historic Re- 
form riding of North York 
soon became one of the chief 
lieutenants of Laurier, and 
when victory came in 1896 
Mulock was from the first a 
certainty for the cabinet. He 
could have had any portfolio; 
he chose that of Postmaster 
General, because it meant 
work, and hard work. Almost 
at once he put new life into 
the postal service, and before 
he left in 1905 had revolution- 
ized postal methods. One of his 
first acts was to reduce the 
rates of postage in Canada, 
which was followed at Christ- 
mas, 1898, by his inauguration 
of penny postage throughout 
the whole British Empire, 
marked by the issuance of the 
now famous and very rare 
stamps showing the widespread 
British Empire dotted in red. 
His advocacy of the Pacific 
cable was another landmark of 
his postal administration for 
without his energies that im- 
perial link would not have 
been constructed as soon as it 
was. 

Another landmark of Cana- 
dian history built by William 
Mulock was the creation of a 
ministry of labor, with himself 
as minister and a young man, 
William Lyon Mackenzie King 
(who was to become Prime 
Minister of Canada) as deputy 
minister. 

In 1905, Sir William (he had 
been knighted in 1902) retired 
from politics owing to ill- 
health (the doctors said he 
would live only a few years) to 
become Chief Justice of Ex- 
chequer, which was followed 
in due course fifteen years 
later by the Chief justiceship 
of Ontario, which he admin- 
isters with a vigor which 
would shame many a man forty 
years his junior. Active in all 
good works he is indeed Can- 
ada’s grand old man. What a 
story he could write of the 
progress of Canada, of rail- 
ways, of telegraphs, telephones, 
electricity, of radio, of in fact, 
all the needs of modern life! 
Let us hope that he has in his 
library his memories of an 
epoch which witnessed the 
growth of Canada from a coun- 
try where mails were carried 
by stage coach to one where 
His Majesty's mails are flown 
through the air.

KITCHENER AND SMALL 
SHELLS; BENNETT AND 
SOUND MONEY 
When the Great War started 
in 1914 the arrogant spirit and 
antedated notions of Lord 
Kitchener dominated Britain. 
His mind head never pro- 
gressed past Khartoum. His 
ideas of modern warfare were 
based on his Egyptian opera- 

tions. 

No one in the war office or 
in parliament could talk to 
him. Domineering and _ aloof, 
he was the supreme untouch- 
able commander. 

Most men and officers in the 
British army knew that what 
Britain's fighting force needed 
was not bayonets but big 
shells, not men so much as 
heavy machinery of war. From 
the trenches they could see 
that each box of high explos- 
ive sent out over the lines did 
the fighting work and saved 
the lives of four British Tom- 
mies, 

But Kitchener, the unap- 
proachable, wilful man that he 
was, refused to change his 
technique and continued to 


send wave after wave of men 
over the top, unsupported by 
anything but rifles and light 
artillery. France and Belgium 
aré crowded with the graves of 
British and Canadian soldiers 
who laid down their lives for 
Kitchener’s stubborn stupidity. 

Finally Lloyd George put an 
end to Kitchener's folly by de- 
manding a policy of heavy 
guns and big shells. 

The havoc wrought by wil- 
ful-minded Kitchener with his 
theories of warfare that were 
30 years behind the times, is 
approximated today by the 
havoc that is being wrought 
across Canada by wilful- 
minded Premier Bennett, 
whose economic theories are 
thirty years behind the times. 

Bennett's high - interest, 
“sound-money” policy, at the 
expense of men, is as obsolete 
as was Kitchener's policy of 
small shells. And Canada's 
fathers and mothers and young 
men are paying the price of 
Bennett's folly.

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Non-Existent Money

Reduction of the volume of national commerce by our fighting 
tariff has placed Canada in the position that the money to pay 
interest and taxes is non-existent; it simply has passed out of the 


picture. 


No one suggests that our secondary industries should be 
thrown onto a free tradé basis. Every great basic industry of 
Canada is scraping along on the financial bottom; with reduced 
number of employees and slashed wages and salaries, The tariff 


does not help them. 


Super-inflated tariff rates in the secondary, and smaller em- 
ploying industries, have plunged Canada into a tariff war, and 
reduced the volume of national commerce by over sixty per cent, 
accompanied by a corresponding contraction in Canada. 


There is no power to pay interest and taxes on transactions 


entered into when the national commerce was normal. 


The 


reduction of commerce by over sixty per cent has wiped out the 
money and destroyed the earning power. In endeavoring to keep 
on paying according to contract we have nothing to use for money. 
Our cash boxes are emptier than drums. 


The doctrine of protection of home industries—when carefully 
confined to secondary industries—will not do the insurance com- 
panies any good. These companies want to collect premiums, and 
principal and interest. Non-existent money will not keep them 
going. A restored volume of commerce is the only answer to the 
insurance company needs; and that can only be forced by a gen- 


eral election. 


Mortgage and loan companies can also find relief only in a 
restored volume of commerce. It is that or good-by. 


There should be a convention of insurance men and mortgage 
and loan men to demand and insist on a general election now; or 
to select the pall-bearers. No middle course is in sight. 


The sanctity of contract is involved in the treatment handed 
out to the borrowers of the country. All these people borrowed on 
the basis of and faith in the volume of commerce in existence at 
the time of undertaking the obligations. Conservative statesmen 
in pre-election addresses assured them that unemployment would 
be ended and conditions improved. 


Instead of that the Conservative policies, based on the crea- 
tion of special tariff privileged classes in secondary industries 
have strangled commerce until the volume of money necessary to 
meet current obligations across Canada is non-existent. 


The borrowers are out of trouble; it is the people who hope to 
collect are now shivering on the brink—and they must get the 
gates of commerce re-opened or wipe off their charges in full. 


Facts have obliterated Conservative high-tariff ballyhoo—and 
nothing remains but to open the country to world trade or wipe 
off all current bonds, debts and mortgages; and start over again 
on the small scalg corresponding to the strangled commerce.

One pioneer wo- 
man with a twinkle in her eye told 
how she and a friend chased chick- 
ens until they “caught their dinner.” 
Imagine driving from Edmonton to 
Calgary in a covered wagon in De- 
cember, taking along three children, 
the youngest a baby of three 
months. That is the story of one 
Edmonton woman. 

Fifty years ago, Mr. Fulton walk- 

ed from Calgary to Edmonton and 
came to live on his homestead. Two 
years later his bride came out from 
Nova Scotia. 
Jim Inkster, oldest of the old-tim- 
srs, told how his bride came from 
Prince Albert in an ox cart, and for 
five years they didn’t even have a 
cook stove.

;Country, inaccessable for long 
periods to doctors, the nurses were 
often responsible for the sanity as 
well as the physical well-being of 
many of the people. The minister of 
health paid great tribute to the 
work of these women. 

That grade 5, 6 and 7 examina-

Bake 
slowly in moderate oven, Will serve 
six to eight.

‘LEASE OF GOLF 


CLUB UNDER 
CIVIC REVIEW 


Mayfair Would Proceed 
With Improvements if 
Assured of Renewal 


Clauses in the lease agreement be- 
tween the city and the Mayfair Golf 
Club were studied by the civic fin- 
ance committee, Thursday night, 
particular attention being paid to 
alternative proposals advanced to 
the city by the club. On the mo- 
tion of Ald. J. H. Ogilvie, this item 
was referred to city commissioners 
for the preparation of a definite 
proposal which will be submitted at 
the meeting of city council, Mon- 
day. 

George H. Steer, K.C., spokesman 
for the club's board of management, 
outlined the terms of the lease 
agreement for the benefit of the 
committee. 

He stated that the city had given 
the club a 2l+ycar lease in 1921, 
the expiry date therefore being 
1942. Terms provided that the club 
should expend $20,000 during the 
lease period and pay a rental of 
$1,000 per year to the city. 

In 1926 a further agreement was 
made with the city for an additional 
expenditure by the club of $20,000 
and the lease was altered to pro- 
vide that if at the end of the 21- 
year period the city took over the 
course, then $40,000 should be paid 
to the club, Mr. Steer reported that 
to date capital improvements to the 
course totalled $67,000. 


EXPIRES IN EIGHT YEARS 

Outlining the position in which 
the city stood in eight years’ time, 
or the expiry date of the lease 
(1942), Mr. Steer said that (1) the 
city had to either renew the lease 
for another 20 years or (2) pay the 
club $40,000. . 

At the present time, he continued, 
the club was considering extending 
its present watering system to pro- 
vide for the watering of the fair- 
ways. Such an extension would 
cost between $10,000 and $12,000. 

Giving reasons for the club bring- 
ing the lease question before city 
council, Mr. Steer said that the club 
did not want to go ahead with this 
expenditure if it could not receive 
assurance that it would receive full 
value from such an outlay. “If city 
council agrees now to extend our 
leaese another 20 years, we will go 
ahead with the work, possibly next 
year,” he said. 


CONTINUANCE ADVANTAGES 
Advantages to the city if they 
granted the extension, he continued, 
were: (1) Consumption of another 
$600 in water per year: (2) the 
granting of the roadway to the 
course to the city (the club at pres- 
ent owns the road from the top cf 
the hill to the limits of the course);

}to require more time for adjust- | 
ment, and a further conference may 
be necessary before the object can | 
be attained. 


the conerete results thus far evident | 
from the Dominion-Provincial con- | 
ference in session here for the past | 
two days and scheduled to end to- 
day:— 

Refusal of the Dominion govern- 
ment to underwrite provincial debts 
and force conversion at a 3% per 
cent. interest rate. 

Refusal of the Dominion to accept 
further responsibility for direct re- 
lief, beyond maintenance of camps 
for single unemployed men. 

Tacit understanding that the Do- 
minion will not permit any province 
to default upon its obligations 
whether they arise out of relief ex- 
penditures or normal outlays. 

Refusal of the Dominion govern- 
ment to take over the Pacific Great 
Eastern railway in British Columbia 
and add it to the Canadian National 
system. 

Refusal of a Royal commission to 
investigate claims of British Colum 
bia to a revision of subsidies. 

Granting of a committee of the 
cabinet to inquire into claims of the 
Maritime Provinces that the Dun- 
can commission report has not been 
amplified with respect to enlarge- 
ment of subsidies under the B. N. A. 
act to those provinces. 

Refusal of the Dominion govern- 
ment to consider legalizing of lot- 
teries. 

A suggestion that the budget may 
bring some reduction in excise tax 


on liquors to counteract bootlegging | 


and to aid provinces revenues. 

A suggestion that the department 
of Agriculture will produce at the 
coming session of parliament a per- 
missive marketing act that can be 
invoked by any province. It will 
apply generally to all farm products 
except grains and may be adopted 
with respect to any single product 
by the provinces. 

RAILWAY PROJECT OFF 

British Columbia’s suggestion that 
the Canadian National Railways, 
government owned, absorb the 
Pacific Great Eastern Railways, and 
the request for an economic com- 
mission to inquire into the treat- 
ment accorded that province as 
compared with that of the others in 
the Dominion, were quietly turned 
down at yesterday's session of the 
Dominion-Provincial conference. 

The third item placed upon the 
agenda at the request of Premier 
T. D. Pattullo, a downward revision 
of the excise taxes on liquor, met 
with a better reception, with sup- 
port coming from all the ocean- 
bound provinces on the grounds that 
lower taxes would confound the 
smuggling industry. No action, if any, 
is expected, however, until a later 
date, probably at the time of the 
bringing down of the Dominion bud- 
get. 
Unemployment relief and finan- 
cial problems received only short 
attention pending the report of the 
Brownlee committee of provincial 
premiers. 


ABOLISH DIRECT RELIEF 

It was learned, however, that the 
federal prime minister, Premier 
Teschereau of Quebec and Premier 
Henry of Ontario, found themselves 
practically in agreement that direct 
relief should be gradually abol- 
ished, that the Taschereau scheme 
for long term debentures to raise 
money for public works held pos- 
sibilities, and that a commission 
should be set up to seek ways and 
means to extricate British Colum- 


pia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba from their financial 
quandary. 


The western members of the con- 
ference, privately interrogated, ex- 
pressed themselves as ready to wel- 
come such a commission. 

Of the resolutions finally adopted 
today, at the closing session, the one 


disposing of the agenda item— 
“financing the provinces” is mos 
keenly anticipated. 


Hesitancy on the part of the Dom- 
inion government to add to the al- 
ready enormous obligations assum- 
ed in assisting the provinces, 
prompted the prime minister and 
his spokesmen in their refusal to 
accede to the British Columbia 
requests, 

PATTULLO’S GOOD BRIEF 

The Pacific Great Eastern case 
was placed before the conference in 
a masterly manner by Premier Pat- 
tullo but met with little sympathy. 
To take on this additional responsi- 
bility while the Canadian National 
remains one of the government's 
greatest problems, was held to be 
out of the question. 

With regard to the other British 
Columbia request, an economic 
commission, Mr, Bennett held that 
any claims which may exist can be 
taken up with the Dominion govern- 
ment and that until this means has 
been exhausted the expense of a 
royal commission was not justified. 


MARKETING BOARD 

Discussions earlier in the day 
dealt with the proposed marketing 
board, a subject placed on _ the 
agenda by Premier Brownlee of Al- 
berta. Mr. Brownlee had already 
made a strong impression upon the 
conference by his interpretation of 
prairie province conditions at last 
night's meeting. “It was the most 
masterly presentation of the case 
for the prairies I have ever heard,”

The reply of the spokesman for 
the federal government, Hon. Robt. 
Weir, minister of agriculture, con- 
tained no definite promise but car-
